GIs  Say  Step

“Make  the  bombs  a little  bit  bigger,”  was 
the  reaction  of  one  GI  when  asked  of  the 
bombing  of  Hanoi  and  North  Vietnam. 

American  fighting  men  are  100  per  cent 
behind  stepping  up  the  bombing  of  militaiT 
targets  in  the  North  according  to  a poll 
taken  of  100  infantrymen  members  of  the 
2nd  of  the  7th  1st  Air  Cavalry  Division. 

These  men  realize  that  there  are  a great 
many  lives  at  stake  in  this  decision  and  are 
deeply  interested  in  saving  lives-their  own. 

FROM  THE  NORTH 

“Every  day  that  we  allow  the  supply 
trails  from  the  North  to  remain  open,  and 
the  factories  to  produce  their  military 
goods,”  commented  one  infantryman,  “the 
war  will  be  prolonged  by  that  much,  and 
we  will  continue  to  see  a great  number  of 
Americans  killed  needlessly.” 

These  statements  reaffirm  the  stand  of 
our  nation’s  military  leaders,  who  have  long 
cited  the  need  for  increased  bombing  of 
strategic  targets, 

“Sure  a lot  of  civilians  will  get  hurt,” 
stated  one  GI,  “but  it  is  the  only  way  this 
war  can  be  ended,  and  in  the  long  run  will 
save  lives  by  not  dragging  this  thing  out 
forever.” 

GI’s  in  Vietnam  are  not  involved  in  a 
game  of  Patty  Cake,  and  the  stakes  are 
for  keeps — its  a case  of  kill  the  Viet  Cong 
or  he  will  kill  you.  Most  GI's  feel  “This  is 
the  only  way  to  end  the  war.” 

Ninety-five  per  cent  of  those  polled  felt 
the  war  should  be  escalated  for  there  to 
be  any  hope  of  peace.  When  asked  if  peace

was  foreseeable  in  the  near  future,  the 
GI’s  voied  a unanimous  “No.” 

NO  PEACE 

“Peace  won’t  come  without  escalation 
and  invasion  of  V.C.  supply  sources  in  the 
North,”  one  group  ap-eed.  “Our  progress 
at  present  is  too  trivial  and  minute  for 
peace,”  mused  another  GI.  “Somethings  got 
to  happen,”  concluded  another.  “These  peo- 
ple have  been  fighting  some  kind  of  war  or 
another  for  20  years,”  contemplated  one 
soldier,  as  he  looked  over  the  barrel  of  his 
machine  gun,  “Peace  will  not  be  seen  by  our 
generation,  unless  there  are  some  drastic 
changes,”  he  added. 

“Keep  your  head  down,”  several  GI’s 
answ'ered  when  asked  what  their  greatest 
lesson  learned  in  Vietnam  was.  Most  in- 
fantrymen agreed  with  them  that  the  law 
of  survival  was  of  prime  inportance  on  the 
GI’s  learn  list,  “because  without  this  little 
bit  of  know  how  they  would  be  lucky  to  leave 
the  country  alive. 

SIMPLE  LUXURY 

“When  you’re  in  the  infantry,”  one  sol- 
dier emphasized,  “you  become  deeply  aware 
of  the  simple  luxury  of  existence;  a hot 
shower,  a bed,  white  sheets,  perfumed  soap, 
nice  smelling  after  shave  lotion,  an  electric 
shaver,  an  oven,  and  a salt  shaker  are  mem- 
ories that  you  have  of  home,  and  do  without 
in  the  infantry,”  he  added. 

Most  of  the  servicemen  interviewed  felt 
they  had  gained  a greater  love  for  their 
family  and  their  country  by  being  in  Viet- 
nam. 

“Any  infantryman  who  has  been  in  Viet- 
nam,” one  group  concluded,  “will  go  home 
a much  wiser  man.”

Yes,  there  is  friendship  and 
there  is  love  here  at  the  “Y”, 
but  I hope  it  never  becomes  con- 
fused with  the  cowardly,  subtle, 
hysteria  that  filled  Kezar  Stad- 
ium.

Women  and  Men  Students. 

Student  publications,  loea/’ed  on  the 
fifth  floor,  is  respsonsible  for  the  BYU 
advertising  staff.  Daily  Universe,  and 
the  Banyon.  Students  gain  invaluable 
experience  for  their  major  fields  of  study 
or  just  personal  satisfaction.  The  !>aily 
Universe  has  the  third  largest  circulation 
in  the  state  and  is  the  second  largest 
morning  newspaper  in  the  state. 

The  Program  Bureau  office  is  loca  ed 
on  the  ground  floor.  This  organization, 
under  the  direction  of  Miss  Janie  Thomp- 
son is  a haven  for  student  talent,  ’fhe 
Bureau  has  sent  over  seven  overseas 
tours  sponsored  by  the  United  S:ate3 
State  and  Defense  Departments  and  pre- 
sents hundreds  of  shows  annually  in  the 
state  and  county. 

The  Skyroom  is  one  of  the  highlights 
of  the  Wilkinson  Center.  A special  place 
for  special  dates,  dinners,  and  dances, 
the  Skyroom  provides  a sophisticated, 
warm  and  intimate  atmosphere.  From 
the  Skyroom  one  can  climb  the  stairs  to 
the  observation  deck,  the  “semewhere” 
with  the  panaramic  view  of  the  Provo 
basin.  Often  called  Diamond  Deck,  many 
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students  choose  this  spot  for  their  mo- 
ment to  remember. 

BYU  did  exist  without  :he  Ernest  L. 
Wilkinson  Cenier.  There  was  the  Cou- 
gar Eat  in  the  Smith  Building  and  the 


same  tradition  and  spirit  of  ihe  Y.  But 
someone  had  a dream,  cne  that  was  final- 
ly realized  in  the  Y Center  though  k 
took  years  of  planning  and  bard  hours 
of  labor  to  create  the  masterpiece.  The 
dream  was  on  its  way  to  reality  when 
a committee  chosen  by  President  E.L. 
Wilkinson  affirmed  the  opiniem  that  such 
a center  was  needed  at  BYU.  and  that 
it  could  and  would  become  an  integral 
part  of  the  universl  y.  A student  building 
fund  was  initiated.  Wilkinson  Center  con- 
struction began  in  1931  and  its  completion 
came  three  years  later.  Tcd.iy  it  stands 
as  a proud  monument  in  the  Utah  sky.  a 
symbol  of  the  students  themselves.  Sixty 
per  cent  of  the  f6.765.O09  c:nstruction 
cost  was  provided  by  BYU  students.  The 
building  was  completely  (laid  for  by  the 
time  of  its  dtdicctlan  on  April  3,  1965. 

UNIVERSITY  PRESIDENT 

The  life  of  a lawyer,  edu'ator.  Church 
leader,  and  adm:nist'at:r  has  been  ex- 
perienced by  the  president  of  BYU,  for 
whom  the  Center  was  named,  Ernest  L. 
Wilkinson.  As  sevcnih  preside.nt  of  the 
Brigham  Young  University  he  has  insti- 
gated and  initialed  fremend'’us  growth. 
An  increase  of  over  15.000  students  in  en- 
rollment, a tripling  of  faculty  members, 
and  increase  of  six  colleges,  die  construc- 
tion of  several  new  buildings,  are  only 
a few  of  [he  changes  the  Y has  experi- 
enced during  President  Wilkinson’s  ad- 
ministrative career. 

“President”  seems  to  be  the  middle 
name  of  BYU’s  top  execu  ive.  Wilkinson 
served  two  terms  as  student  b.cdy  presi- 
dent of  Weber  Academy  and  College.  He 
also  was  class  president  at  BYU  and 
George  Washington  University.  After 
graduation  sixteen  years  of  law  in  educa- 
tion and  actual  practice  more  than  pre- 
pared him  for  his  position  as  president 
of  BYU.
